THE DEVELOPMENTS OF THE DAY 


NOT REASSURING. 


The First Fatal Encounter—A Vol- 


ley Fired by the 


Militia. 


BROOKLYN, January 
22.—The first 


fatal encounter of the great strike took 
place about 11 o'clock tonight, when in 
an encounter with a few boys at the 
Halsey street station of the Brooklyn 
City Railroad Company, a volley was 
Bred by the militia. Henry Allen of 
New York city waa fatally shot, a mus- 
ket ball entering hie mouth and passing 
through his head. Another man named 
Williams was wounded in the arm. The 
shooting bad an instant effect in dis- 
persing the mob.

When the wires on the Mill avenne 


ine had been repaired at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, three companies of militia 
occupied all the streets branching out 
of Mill avenue and Palmetto street. 
After the first company marched out a 
;ruuk laden with new men, accompanied 
by four officers, dashed up and the 
driver was taken into custody for causing 
a fatal accident on Gates avenue near 
Bnshwick avenue. To avoid any possible 
attack the driver had driven at a furious 
pace, overtaking a light wagon, dashed 
into it, throwing the occupant out into 
che street and fracturing his skull. The 
injured man was taken to St. John's 
hospital and the driver of the truck to 
the Evergreen avenue police station. 
Car 451 arrived from down town with 
four patrolmen, carrying drawn pistols 
on the front platform. Captain Kitzer 
and four men made a similar display on 
the rear. 


During the passage of the car down 


the avenue there was considerable jeer- 
ing, but one shot from a policeman's 
revolver fired in tho air closed up the 
open windows, and only one missile was 
fired at the first car, aud none at the 
others as they proceeded on what at 
first promised to be a perilous journey. 
The cars returned without damage on 
schedule time. 


Durine the afternoon and evening 


there occurred no less than seven col- 
lisions of trolley cars with wagons, 
trucks or other vehicles. 


Snow Thirty-one Feet Deep. ' 


DDKEMUIR. January 23.—The day has 


been warm aud pleasant with occasional 
enow flurries. Three hundred sbovelers 
itarted in on the glacier-like mountain 
of snow at the foot of tbe avalanche. 
They shoveled all day but have made 
only a beginning. The rotary got down 
to the shovelers at noon, but it is oi no 
nsB for that kind of snow. -The show is 
packed with ice and has to be picked 
and shoveled like dirt. The superin- 
tendent aaya the road will be open Fri- 
day evening. The snowfall to date is 
thirty-one feet, a little more than in the 
famous winter five years ago. On Black 
Butte summit it is at least twenty feet 
more.

ta, January 22.—Rain has 


been falling in torrents for the past for- 
ty-eight hours. Russian river is higher 
ttiau ever before known and has washed 
away the abutments of tlie railroad 
bridge, causing nil railroad trc.th'c to 
cea&e. At Cloverade the si\me condi- 
tion of affairs cxis's and all bridges 
across Russian river are impassable. 
The city water works are ruined. 


I'rom Santa Uoaa cornea the informa- 


tion that almost the entire surrounding 
country is under water. A small town 
named Guemeville a few miles away 
lias practically been abandoned 
The 


sight of women and children plodding 
through the driving rain seeking shelter 
is a common one. "Occidental and Se- 
bastapol, neighboring villages, are "cut 
off from the rest of the world by high 
water. Napa suffered some from high 
water, but no great, distress so far has 
reBulted from iheoverflow, though much 
inconvenience is felt by reason of travel 
being cut off. 


Monterey experienced a slight clear- 


ing up this morning, but at noon the 
atorin began more severely than ever. 
Communication from points down the 
coaat haa been cut off. Tbe Carmel 
river overflowed its banks at many 
points, and is filled with debris from 
Farms and dwellings further up the 
river. The outlook is for a continua- 
tion of the Btomi. 


WOODLAXD, January 22.—The storm 


has continued all day, and all streams 
in Yolo county have overflowed their 
banks in many places, and the damage 
to railroads and bridges has been very 
heavy. Railroad travel has been com- 
pletely stopped. 


ElEALDSBima, January 22.—Rain has 


been incessant for tbe past two days, 
and tbe Russian river is higher than 
ever known before. 
Railroad travel 


could hardly be much worse; trains are 
delayed by washouts, and never on 
time; creeks and sloughs are brimful, 
jjreat damage has alreadv been done 
and no sign of. the rain abating.

Mra. Gordan insisted that a conetitti-

California. 


While the constitution guarantees to all 
male citizens of certain claaaea the right 
of franchise, there is nothing in the 
constitution, she argued, which can pos- 
sibly p>event the state legislature from 
conferring the same rights and privil- 
eges npon women. She cited numerous 
supreme court decisions to substantiate 
her claims. Her argument was appar- 
ently incontrovertible. 


Assemblyman Dodge of Alameda, a 


member of the assembly judiciary com- 
mittee, was present, however, to refute 
her argument. He wae ready to assert 
that Mrs. Gordon 
had 
overlooked 


numerous decisions of California courts 
which hold that the constitution of 
California is a grant of power to th leg- 
islature instead of a limitation, and that 
there ia no provision under which a 
grant of the elective- franchise may be 
extended to women by a simple act of 
thelrgietatnre. He was not permitted, 
however, to air his views. 


When Mrs. Gordon concluded it was

But a herder 011 the wide and level 
clams of the West Side has mule the 
beginning and now races over the 
prairie at ten or fifteen miles an hour, 
rounding up his band, outrunning his 
doga, amazing the iheep, stupefying the 
coyotes, and causing the jackrabbits to 
look wild and dared. They have never 
seen each a combination, and tbey seem 
at a loaa to place ihe outfit properly in 
the economy ot nature. 
Frank Smith is the man who ndea 


tbe wheel. It would probably be too 
much to expect him to be regarded as 
the pioneer in a great movement, for 
eheep herding ia a business which can- 
not be conducted by a man on a bicycle 
except under the most favorable condi- 
tiona. It ia practicable on tbe level 
plains between the slough and tbe foot 
hills of the Coast Range, but a man on 
a wheel would cut a somewhat aorry fig- 
ure following a band of Bheep through 
Kingalliver canyon, or up the south 
fork of the San Joaquin. 


There is some doubt if success will at- 


tend the undertaking, even ou the plains 
of tbe West Side. Squirrels dig holes, 
and dead eage brush leave enafifl, and 
either would prove fatal to a bicycle 
eooner or later. Only a short, time ago 
a cyclist who started out to do wondera 
on the plains of tlie West Side sent bis 
wheel to a Fresno shop for repairs. To 
repair that bicycle waa like taking a 
hung and making a barrel around it. 
There was nothing left of one of tbe 
wheels but the hub. A squirrel hole in 
the path and a speed of a dozen miles an 
hour had done the mischief. Such fate 
may be expected for the aheepherder 
who attempts to follow his calling on a 
bicycle.

turn to ih*! habits and customs of prim- 
itive simplicity is necessary in order -to 
have prosperous times. 


As a us tier of fact many conditions 


have BG changed that ii would be prac- 
tically impossible to revert to tbe "good 
old way" of dressing in homespun and 
living almost exclusively upon the 
products of tho farm. 


Sa many tbousanda of 'people are now 


dependent upon the industry of manu- 
facturing articles for the modem house- 
hold that only one class, and a smaller 
ciase at that, conlJ be benefited by the 
sort of economy recommended by the 
Kentucky journalist. 
It is doubtful, 


indeed, if anybody would be 'beoefilted. 
The various industries of the country 
are so dependent, one 'upon the other, 
that you cannot take away from one 
without injuring all. 


The farmer looks 4o the • great manu- 


facturing communities, to'the people 
who weave the eilka and the calicoes and 
make the hats, the shoes and the gloves, 
the necessary articles of apparel, and 
the thousand and one articles of mod- 
era utility, for the most profitable mar- 
ket for that which he produces, while 
tbe "business world'Mn turn depends 
npon the rural population for the pat- 
ronage which keeps the wheels in mo- 
tion and cives to labor tbflt upon which 
it depends for existence. Our indus- 
tries have grown up-together and are 
strictly inter-depen8ent. 


Prosperity lies nnt in 'turning the 


hands of time backward, hot in preserv- 
ing that equilibrium between in mstries 
mid between labsr and capital which ia 
absolutely essential to the public weal. 
Exorbitant proSts by any claas does an 
injustice to othera which ultimately re- 
acts upon the whole body of industry. 
On the other hand, eo long as each 
branch of industry ia able to contribute 
its proper share to the eupportof others, 
iroEperity is impregnably intrenched. 
So industry can withdraw its support 
irom others without sharing in the loss 
which results. 


There is one particular, however, in 


which the customs of past generations 
may be adopted by all classes with profit 


i themselves and all concerned, and 


that is the old-fashioned habit of keep- 
ing ont of debt. -With the development 
o? modern metbodsand the universal dis- 
position to acquire wealth at all hazzards 
and with abnormal rapidity, came tbe 
debt-contracting 
habit.

went into debt during tbe specula- 
tive era which baa recently come to a 
disastrous end -in this country. The 
farmer mortgaged his farm to buy more 
hind, and tbe mechanic, the clerk and 
tlie professional man put 12-per cent 
plasters on their modest homes with 
which to get money to gamble in town 
lots. The debt-contracting habit worked 
very well for awhile, but the time came 
when the rising tide of values turned 
the other way and the interest which 
was a mere bagatelle at first began to 
gnaw at the financial vitals of tbe debtor 
and its deadly, work IB suit going on ex- 
cept in th£. many instances where the 
shsrift's^hammer has dropped on the 
transaction and the eavinge of years of 
hard work have gone to satisfy obliga- 
tions which should never have been 
contracted.

AN ARIZONA PROBLEM. 


i remarkable phase of the liquor- 


traffie problem is presented in the an 
nual report of Governor L. S. Hughes, 
of Arizona, to the Secretary of the 
Interior. As may be imagined, Gov- 
ernor Hughes is a Democrat, and the 
fiict that he is nota "temperancecrank" 
lends peculiar force to the salient fea- 
tures of his report. 


In the paper he first calls attention to 


tbe fact that the federal government 
licensea and regulates the liquor traffic 
in Arizona, leaving the inhabitants no 
jurisdiction in the matter. At the Fame 
time it strictly limits the indebtedness 
which may be incurred by the territory, 
or any county or municipality thereof. 
From these two laws—the one imper- 
fectly regulating the liquor traffic; and 
the other restricting indebtedness—un- 
fortunate complications have arisen, of 
which Governor Hughes justly-com- 
plains. 


In brief, the direct expenses created 


by the liquor business tire EO great that 
the people find it impossible to meet 
them withont incurring greater indebt- 
edness than tbe federal law permits. 
To adopt Governor Hughes' language: 


As a result, the territory finds itaelf 


in this dilemma. Grime muat be pun- 
ished and the insane cared for at Uie 
expense of -violating the law whic 
limits the indebtedness of tbe territory, 
or the courts must close, the jails, pen- 
itentiary, and insane asylum must be 
thrown open and their inmates set at 
large, or the cause of this extraordinary 
expense must be removed. 


After summing up tbw facts tlie Gov- 


ernor aska what the federal government 
is going to do anent this serious dilemma, 
and the government, through the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, answers—nothing. 


The moral of the case appears to be 


that-'the United 
States government 


should leave to the people of- the terri- 
tories the privilege of handling the 
liquor business aa they pltase. Why 
not? They are tbe ones directly inter- 
ested, and they are the ones who first of 
all must face any problems that spring 
from the traffic. The citizens of the ter- 
ritorie? should be permitted to license 
and regulate the matter'to suit them- 
selves.

that there are grave difficulties stand- 
ing in the way :>f the successful applica- 
tion of the proposed law if it ia passed 
and decided to he a constitutional meas- 
ure. It would be a comparatively sim- 
ple matter for the state to" build and 
operate a railroad, but when it comes to 
a number of counties joining in the en- 
terprise and voting bonds separately for 
the purpose, It is evident that serious 
complications are likely to arise and 
that the outcome will be problematical. 
Titia appHea not only to the building of 
the road, but to ita operation when com- 
pleted. It is possible, however, thai 
all these difficulties can be met and 
overcome, and if eo the bill affords a 
solution of the transportation; problem 
for the counties now deprived of the 
advantages of competition, and hence 
its adoption is desirable. Other re- 
sources being exhausted, the counties of 
this valley will doubtless resort to it for 
the- rejiei-'ile'nied them from othei 


TUB KKPKBUCAM would- like to see, 


however, an amendment to the Mathewe 
bill providing for the organization of 
navigation and reclamation districts, in 
order tnat the people of the San Joa- 
quiu valley may have the privilege of 
choosing between the construction of a 
railroad and . a navigable canal. The 
latter we believe to be tbe more feasible 
plan, although there is plenty of room 
for difference of opinion in'that respect. 
The organization of a navigation dis- 
trict would simplify Ihe matter of voting 
bonds, and the operation of a canal 
would be a simple matter indeed com- 
pared to that of operating a railroad. 


A navigable canal from Bakerafield 


on tbe south to a point on iW north 
where the San Joaquin river afior.ia nit- 
iafactory navigation the year round, 
wonld, .we believe, be of more value to 
this valley than a competing railroad, 
which is placing a. very high valuation 
on the canal. Such a canal would he 
in the nature of a public highway, the 
only expense o! using which would be a 
nominal toll 
to pay 
the 
cost of 


maintenance. Bui't in a thoroughly 
substantial manner through the central 
portion of the valleys, with branches 
reaching out to ali tbe principal ship- 
ping points where a sufficient amount of 
water can be supplied, this canal wo 
not only fis the rates of trans porEution 
for all time to come, but would carry 
the bulk of the heavy freight to and 
from the valley at rates that cannot be 
obtained by any other means. 


There is no place in the United States 


or probably iu the world which affords a 
better field or more natural advantages 
for canal navigation than this rich agri- 
cultural valley. Greaft canals are in 
successful operation in localities where 
they are frozen solidly during one-hall 
the year, and where there are also com- 
plete systems of competing railroads. 
By taking in the entire valley a water 
supply can be obtained the year round, 
and large bodies of fertile lands re- 
claimed by confining the surplus water 
to a central channel.' 


Let the legislature give us with the 


right to build railroads the privilege 
aigo of constructing canals for naviga- 
tion, and their labors will be gratefully 
remembered, not only by future genera- 
tions, but by those woo are dealing with 
tlie problem today.

Fresno Should at Least Supply the 


Home Market. 


The people of thia bounty are perhaps 


not as extensive consumers of olives as 
the inhabitants of some other countries; 
but there are considerable quantities of 
the fruit sold in the groceries of thia 
city. In the aggregate it is a trade of 
no mean proportions 
While some of 


the olives sold are of home production, 
by far the largest part are imported. 
Thia ia not as it should be. Any one 
who will take the trouble tn sample the 
home fruit and compare it, in Bize and 
flavor, with the imported article, will 
see that the olives of Fresno do not Buf- 
fer by the comparison.

Davidson and Steward "\V. T. Burke, 
when they set to work last week to carry 
out the inatructionsof the board, to finu 
that there had been a decidedly errone- 
ous impression got abroad concerning 
the.afied- indigents. ' There was no 
trouble, to t-peat of, in get ing them to 
migrate to the basement of the- main 
building, where wards A and JD had 
been eet apart for their future home. 
Not only this, but when those able to 
work a tittle were told that they could 
make themselves useful on the farm 
with benefit to their health, only one 
man refused. He waa offered the al- 
ternative of working or quitting the 
hospital and he" quit. He is probably

Bay that if the indigents were made to 
work he would eeek an asylum in Ma- 
dera. He is probably there by this 


• time, and no Inducements whatever will 


be offered him to return.

• plained of the light tasks required of 


them about the hospital grounds. Sotre 
nad even been found able to plow, and 
the eight-acre patch on the southeast 
corner of the county land baa been en- 
tirely plowed ap and seeded in grain. 
Work will be at once begun on a five- 
acre patch on the southwest side, which 
will be plowed and planted in vegeta- 
bles. Thia patch can be irrigated, and 
when the produce ia raised the finances 
of tbe county will be correspondingly 
benefited by the saving.

On 
the contrary, if circumstances docotnt 
the rules of evidence, there is apt to bo 
a failure of justice.

guilty escapes. Tiie incident is notfor- 
Eotwn for it waa recent, of the two 
furiee which failed to find a turkey thief 
euilty when there was no more doubt ol 
his guilt than of the fact that the earth 
turns on itaasifl. Men whogo on juries 
and render verdicts contrary w the testi- 
mony, law and human judgment, are 
stabbing at the heart of liberty. They 
are traitors to civilization, lliey are 
like the Chinese generals who sell their 
guna to the enemy and then run away 
irom the battle. Tney invite the criti- 
cism that they are standing iu with 
criminals. The rottenness of a country 
flrai makes its appearance in its admin- 
istration of law. There is something 
almost sacred in tbe character of an 
ideal juror. There was perhaps the ap- 
pearance o! feaureduesa in J udaa Iscariot, 
but he espoused the wrong side of the 
question juataa the juror does who is 
selected bj hifl countrymen to perform 
a solemn duty, and instead of perform- 
ing it, goes over to the enemy and eella 
ut.

jury brought in a verdict ot Accidental 


Joseph Calegaris, the chemist, testi- 


fied that he had analyzed the contents of 
the bottle found at tbe dead liquor mer- 
chant's aide, and found that it was a 
mixture of whisky and morphine. If 
the bottle was full when Kohler drank 
from it, he aaid, enough had been taken 
out to cause death.

Dr. Martin Kegensburger testified 


that he had prescribed whiskv and mor- 
phine for the deceased as a remedy for 
insomnia. Tbe young man had com- 
plained that it was inspossiblefor him to 
Eleep without the use of drugs. The 
witness was satisfied that death was 
caused by an overdose taken accident- 
ally. 
Several other witnesses stated that 


Kohler had frequently com plained of in- 
somnia, and all of them scouted the 
idea of suicide.

One 
object is to reduce the numberof classes. 


"One verv important feature of the 


proposed ne'w county government hill, 
I believe, will be the regulation of sal- 
aries of county officials, to make them 
equalize more nearly with the salaries 
received bystateofficials. Forexample, 
some of the salaries of state officials, who 
leave their homes and move to the state 
capital to take charge of laborious and 
responsible positions, are not any higher, 
and perhaps not so high as the salaries 
of some of the county officers. These 
thinss need correcting. There is no rea- 
son why a county official ahould be paid 
a larger salary than a state official. 


"I am satisfied that the eentiment of 


the legislature ia in favor of the appoint- 
ment of a committee similar to the 
Lexow committee of New York to in- 
vestigate frauda and alleged frauds m 
official circles, not only in San Fran- 
cisco; but aluo m other parts of the state 
where there seems to be any work in 
that line to be done. 
"Probabilities point to the passage of 


tho bill which will confer upon women 
the right to vote and to bold office, 
placing them in this respect upon the 
eamo footing as men. This is favored, 
I think, by the members of both houses.

A Remarkably Promising Career 


Cut Short by Death. 


From the Grand Rapldi (Mich.) Press. 


The funeral of the late George D 


Sonea was held yesterday afternoon 
from the family homestead- on Lyon 
street and the remains, covered with 
beautiful immortelles and violets from 
Pacific Coast, and with exquisite bios 
soms from boyhood friends, were laid to 
rest in tbe Fulton Btieet cemetery. Tb 
funeral was in charge of members o 
Valley City lodjte No. 86,1\ & A. M. 
who committed the body to the eartl 
with the usual Masonic ceremonial, and 
the services at the houSB. were conduct- 
ed by Rev. Daniel F. Bradley, assisted 
by Rev. Dr. Floyd. . 


Tho circumstances surromiding th 


death of Mr. Sones, BO far ^way from 
his familv and friends, aud the wide am" 
favorable" reputation he enjoyed com 
bined to draw a large attendance 
Grand Rapids was hia birthplace am 
bis home all hia life, with the esceptioi 
of the three years upon the 1'acidi 
^poast, and there were many 
wh 


wished to pay the last honors to hi 
memory. 


As a youth Mr. Sones waa known a 


one of the brightest pupils in the pub 
iiu schools, from which ho graduate 
with honor in 1834. He then attende 
Professor SwenEberg'a business college 


nd after obtaining a diploma, began a 
bookkeeper to earn enough to carr 
im through college, but was pros 
.rated by a severe attack of typhoi 
ever, during which his life hung in th 
jalance for many weeKB, and being per 
uaded that his constitution could no 
ndure tbo confinement of office work 
ie secured the position ot a teacher i 
he school at ROBS. He held this poa 
,ion for three yeara, and the patrons o 
he Echool remember him as tbe mos 
uccesaful and best beloved teacher th 
.ialrict everemployed. He surrendere 
,be position to enter the Michigan Un 
versity, and graduated from the literar 
lepartraent in" 1892. He received spe- 
cial honors in the torm of diplomas ai 
lachelor of science and biolocy, an 
n the science and art of teaching, tb 
alter being tho first diploma of tl: 
;ind ever issued in the university. H 
was particularly noted for his work i 
mtany and received special ineiilio 
or it. 


After graduating from tbe universil 


Mr. Sonea was atrongiy recommend_e 
or the position of teacher ofscieuc 
etc., in the high school at .Fresno, Cal 
and received the appointment. He waa 
re-engaged the following season and wa 
earnestly urged to remain etill anotbe 
rear, but accep ed instead a position c 
.jflistant professor of physics in theUh 
rersity of California at Berkeley. 
The disease which terminated b 


career dates back undoubtedly to tl 
severe illness already alluded to. E 
was taken with severe cramps in th 
abdominal regions, and as tbe pain r 
'used to yield to the usual methods < 
rearment, a surgical operation was r 
sorted to. It was found tbat the mte 


i-ere hopelessly diseased, and th: 


lad ho survived thia attack death wou 
nevitably have resulted in a few month 
at most. He was ill but three days, an 
*hi- first intimation his family receive 
was a telegram announcing hia eeriou 
sickness, closely followed by anoth 
saving that he waa dead. His death 
occurred Friday evening, January4th. 


Mr. Sones was already becomingnoted 
none educators as a scientist 
on-1 


uotqmst, aud to all appearances was on 
tho road to eminence, if not to fame, in 
tiis chosen profession. A deep student, 
with a keen,analytical mind, possessing 
a rare power for imparting his knowl- 
edge to others, bavins a strong, well 
grounded character, genial and helpful, 
" lovfnic and dutiful son, and having at 
.dst entered a field full of opportunity 
and rich in promise, nothing seemed to 
bar the way to a higher career. He waa 
highly regarded by bia preceptors, and 
President Angell of the Michigan uni- 
versity and otbera expressed their grief 
in letters of condolence to bis parents. 
Resolutions of regret were also adopted 
by Alpha Chapter P. D. Th. at Ann 
Arbor, of which he was a member, and 
the California chapter of the same FO- 
ciety took charge of tlie body at faan 
Franciecp and held the usual funeral 
ceremonies. 


Professor Sones wan in his 29th year, 


having been born May 22,186B. The 
regret for his untimely death ia general 
and sincere, and his parents, who are 
among the oideet and moat reay 
citizens o( the place, have the ef 
sympathy of the entire community.

The Higbway From Sanger to Se- 


quoia Mills.

On Saturday last Linfiey Eros.' Btage 


and a surrey left Sanger with seven 
passengers aboard', bound for Sequoia 
mills. Heretofore it has been impossi- 
ble for teams to make the through' trip 
at this season of tbe year, and the fact 
that it has been accomplished thia week 
without accident speaks well for the 
construction of the new road over the 
mountains. A few landslides were en- 
countered, which neceesitaied tbe un- 
hitching of horses and pulling the surrey 
across the bad places by band. Tho 
stage was left at Dunlap, while tbe Sur- 
rey, containg Mrs. Cook and her chil- 
dren, went up tbe mountain grade to 
'the mills. Saddle-hones had been pro- 
vided for tbe men. It ia Bald that the 
road can be repaired and put in good 
shape for travel in tbe spring at verj 
little expense.

Only email quantities of 
anow were encountered along the route.

Report on the Matter by tbe En-

A typographical error in TheRspus- 


LICAN'S report of tbe proceedings of the 
city trustees Monday night made City 
Enginer Shepherd say tbat the grade of 
the Fresno outfall sewer ia the highest 
he knows of anywhere. Instead of 
"highest" it ahonld have been "ligbt- 
eit," a meaning exactly " opposite to 
what was intended. 


By Eome means, totally incompre- 


hensible, the Expositor, published Jaat 
evening, made the same typographical 
arror, and then commented on the fact, 
and saichthat Mr; Shepherd ha-l agreed 
with M. J. Church tbat the aew«r could 
be carried upon Mr. Church's .land. 
This is just what Mr. Shepherd did not 
say. 
On the contrary, MB report of the 


survey shows that Mr. Church's land is 
too hijth for the sewer. Mr. Hoxie's 
survey agrees very nearly on this point. 


The matter would not be of a uy spe- 


cial importance were it not that large 
interests are at stake, and tbe questior 
of the outfall sewer is soon to be a vita 
one. The city trustees want laud for 
tbe aewage. Parties offer laud for sale 
The surveyors are cent out to determine 
and report what lands can be reached 
by the sewer, and what cannot be 
reached. For every mile the sewer is 
extended the cost to tbe city will not be 
less than $13,000. It is, therefore, o 
the greatest importance that land be ob- 
tained as near to the present ontfall ai 
possible, bat it is utill more import&n 
that the land so secured aball he low 
enough to receive the sewage. Other 
wise it will be useless.
